Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 5-8 of appeal brief, filed 01/26/05, with respect 
to claims 21-23 and 27-32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The final 
rejection of 10/26/04 and subsequent advisory action of 12/29/04 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 21 , 31 
and 32 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach 
the recited compartment wall having an opening through the dispenser chute is 
positioned; a dispensing panel attached to the compartment wall and including a front 
with a display and recess; and ice delivery chute passing through the dispensing panel 
into the recess, the ice delivery chute being adapted to receive ice from the ice 
dispenser through the dispenser chute (See claim 21); compartment which includes an 
ice maker and an ice dispenser with an ice dispensing chute; providing a dispensing 
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panel which includes a display front, a chamber which receives a delivery chute, an 
activating unit, and a shelf beneath the delivery chute; providing an ice chest which 
approximately 2' high and placing the ice chest on the shelf beneath the delivery chute 
(See claim 31); the dispensing panel being attached to the side wall and having a 
display front, an actuator, a delivery chute, and a support tray positioned about 2 feet 
beneath the delivery chute; the delivery chute being positioned to receive ice from the 
dispenser through a dispenser chute passing through the wall (See claim 32).
